BE. LIN RECEIVES NOTE
RENEWING U. S. STAND
ON LUSITANIA SINKING

Reiterated Demands for
Sanctity of American
Lives on High Seas Crux
of New Text Delivered to
Berlin.

WASHINGTON,  June 10.—President
Wilson's seécond note to Germany con-
cerning the sinking of the Lusltania,
which procipitated the orials In the Cub-
Inot culminating in the resignation of
Wiilianm J. Bryan as Secretary of State,
was belleved here to have reached Am-
bassador Gernrd in Berlin early today.
It was antleipated that the Ambassador
would present the communication Imme-
diately to the German Forelgn Office, It
will be gilven out tonight for publication
tomorrow morning.

It Is understood here that the German
Government will not make answer to the
new measage from the United States un-
til aftor Meyer Gerhard, the special en-
Yoy chosen by Count von Bernstorfr, the
German  Ambassador, (o  outline the
American paint of view to thé Govern-
ment at Beplln, arrives And explains the
situntion, This, it I8 esatimated, will take
nt lenat o week or ton days,

It Is reallzed that the Wilson note,
though friendly In tone, permits no ex-
tended parley. The firm demands of this
Government for freedom of the penrs
must be met by concessions of tha
Kalser's Covernment or by an equally
firm refusai, There s belleved to be ne
half-way ground.

The note to Germany {s not an ultima-
tum, it was learned from a high official
source today,

The note was submitted to former Bec-
retary of Btaite Bryan yesterday as o
courtesy. He scanned It just before it
was algned by acting Secretary Lanslng.
It was Presldent Wilvon's personal de-
slre to have Mr. Bryan see¢ the nole be-
fore It was sent.

White House oficials loduy declined to
discusa the contenta nor would they com-
ment on the report that a note s golng
to Great Britnin shortly on the inter-
ference with American commerce which
has hesn a feature of Britlah marine
policy.

GQormany does not concedo that the
sinking of the Frys violated the Prus-
slan-Americin treaty, as was previously
supposed, the Berlin Forelgn OfMes ad-
mitted.
